EASY TO QUIT SMOKING? 


A medical specialist, who serves a lot 


o£. mental science along with Ms pills, 
tells us that it isn't a tenth as hard to de- 
sert Lady Nicotine as the average smoker 
believes. 


He cites this case: One of his patients 


was informed that he was in the early 
Stages of tuberculosis of the lungs. The 
bad news came unexpectedly, like a bolt 
out of the blue. The doctor told him that 
he hadn't a Chinaman's chance unless he 
quit his eigarets. 


This man was a regular fiend for fags 


-—smoked two and three packages a day. 
'And yet he stopped instantly and with- 
out difficulty. 
It was simply a case that 


he desired to live more than to smoke. 
Chronic alcoholism usually is much the 
same. It's relatively easy to quit if the 
drinker really wants to. 
He usually 


doesn't want to. 


The average smoker periodically gets 


the notion that he is smoking too much. 
He begins to '"'taper down." Presently 
his body responds and his indigestion or 
insomnia or whatever his trouble hap- 
pened to be, responds. He feels so fine 
that he unconsciously smokes more, and 
soon is hitting it up as hard as ever. 


The only way to qttit any habit is to 


quit it entirely. 


In trying to break off the tobacco habit 


a man rarely has a sufficiently strong mo- 
tive to make him win the fight. If he 
has the motive—as in the case of the tu- 
berculosis victim fighting for his life—he 
wins against nicotine with ease. 


Fear helps him. Given enough fear, 


man recognizes no obstacles. 


Xo drunkard, for instance, can quit 


liquor until he develops a genuine fear of 
its power over him. 


Nearly every one believes that to quit 


Smoking means certain agony. 
That's 


the popular notion. It is inherited. Joiies 
help keep it alive. 
So do the boasts of 


self-imagined 
martyrs 
relating 
their 


agonies when they abandoned cigar, pipe 
or cigaret, always with exaggeration. 


Admittedly, to quit tobacco is no easy 


job in the case of a confirmed smoker, 
particularly an old-timer whose system 
has become accustomed to it. For a man 
of 65 to quit is apt. in some cases, to be 
fatal. 
But the point is that it's not as 


hard to quit as most men believe. 


As to whether there's any use of quit- 


ting at all. that's another matter. Doc- 
tors disagree. 


Obstacles are about three-fourths a 


matter of our attitude toward them. You 
recall the famous prizefighter, knoekM 
out by a loafer who didn't know whom 
he was hitting. 


There was no telling in advance what 
the day would bring forth in the matter 
of fqod. 


In time, man learned to domesticate 


animals and cultivate the soil. 
The ele- 


ment of chance grew less. 
Diet became 


more certain. He could grow the things 
he liked best. 


Then men began to specialize. 
Food 


raising was left to a definite part of the 
population. Families had a wider choice. 
They could buy what they preferred— 
and get variety., 


Caiae the age of advertising. Pub- 


licity has been applied strcmiousljr to 
foodstuffs, inducing people to buy cer- 
tain foods—helping them make up their 
minds instead of leaving the choice en- 
tirely to the eater. 


Now we have still another method— 


propaganda to entice people into using 
certain specific foods in preference to 
others. 


Thus the raisin growers unite in an 


advertising campaign to increase their 
sales by educating people tc a knowledge 
that they need iron, found in raisins. 
Orange growers do the same, playing up 
the vitamines that bring health with this 
delicious fruit. 
So on. 


In the long run. however, these propa- 


ganda campaigns tend to counteract and 
neutralize each other. 


For instance, the American people's 


breat eating is a fifth below normal, as a 
result of food conditions during the war. 


"We are tirged to eat more bread, to 


help the wheat grower. 
"While, admit- 


tedly, it would help the wheat grower 
and we do need more flour in our diet, if 
we eat more bread we certainly are going 
to eat less of something else. "What helps 
one branch of farming by increasing de- 
mand 'also injures other branches by de- 
creasing their sales. 


"We can eat just so much — 1400 


pounds of solids a year and aboitt the 
same amount of liquids. 


WHAT YOU EAT IN A YEAR 


If you have just an average appetite, 


every year you eat 1400 pounds of solid 
food and almost as much liquids. 


The "liquids" include the water that 


forms a natural part of all vegf-tables 
and meats.

THE DELICATE CHILD 


A. delicate child is any child whose health Is be- 


low standard. In order to explain, what 
makes 


children delicate, we should have to traverse the 
whole field of medicine and hygiene. It might be 
done in half a column, but I'm. not going1 to try 
until I've had more experrience. All I wish to say 
about the delicate child is that he or she usually 
requires two things which school life often robs 
the child of, namely, dally exercise and a midday 
rest. 


School, if It were not such a narrow Institution, 


ought to be the place where all the children should 
receive an honest education, a broad education. 
The mind has been all the school undertook to train, 
until the last few years; latterly the school has 
been training the hands; and on, paper,, at present, 
the school even includes the body in the scheme of 
education, tho this modern innovation , education 
of the body other than the hands, seems silly to the 
old school masters, and whatever the freak laws 
may say about it or the educational faddists think, 
the old school masters, strongly intrenched in the 
running of the schools, are determined that the 
farce shall never have serious recognition in the 
curriculum, and so they continue to graduate our 
children without physical training, for they are 
convinced, the old time school masters, that a sound 
mind can be developed In any kind of body, sound 
or sickly. 


A delicate girl in high school carries four sub- 


lects. she or her teachers or the principal of the 
school will tell you that on paper and within the 
.etter of the law she is taking five subjects—count- 
.ng a farcical gymnasium period once a week as a 
subject. The law requires that, and' hence the girl 
visits the gym once a week and joins the teacher 
and a number of her classmates there in a half 
lour or hokum. The school encouraging trickery 
and fraud, in effect. Getting by the law witk a. bit 
of 
shameless 
mockery—which nevertheless costs 


:he taxpayers real money. 


The delicate child usually requires a. half hour of 


moderate exercise in one form and another every 
day. 
The exercise is best adapted and supervised by 


a. physician 
or the trained physical directors in 


the schools nearly everywhere now, but the class 
schedules are so planned as to provide for subjects 
of Importance only. The delicacy of some chilflren 
s due to disease conditions which may not permit 
of general exercise, but if so the child should be 
excused from gymnasium or other daily physical 
work only on advice of the physician. A great 
many school children in their 'teens are sadly mol- 
lycoddled by their misguided mothers on the theory 
that the children have "weak heart"—whatever 
that may mean. The best possible thing for such 
children is physical training, in the majority of 
cases. Especially is this true of many girls -who 
dodge physical education by taking advantage of 
the morbid' notions so many mothers still have 
about these matters. As important as dally exer- 
cise is a daily rest period for the delicate child. He 
should lie down, preferable in the open air, for 
from 30 to 60 minutes at a, regular time each day, 
whether he sleeps or not.

waiian invented toe outrigger, which 
he made of slender pieces of corklike 
wood and added curved cross-pieces of 
yet another kind of wood.

adventurous voyagers were fortunate 
In the wealth of material yielded by 
their forests.

ANIMAL 


In these closing 
days of a great 


national political battle it is perhaps 
timely to ask why so many writers 
who genuinely count are either in- 
different to politics or otherwise be- 
long to one of what may be called 
the '>nonejcc-mformist 
parties?'—the 


Socialist party in America, the Labor 
party (until this year) in England, 
and similar parties in 
other 
lands 


which have the same relation to the 
major parties that the various non- 
comformist sects have to the respec- 
table state churches. 


Perhaps you deny that t.ie great 


writers are political non-conformists 
and it ma yas well be admitted at the 
start that there are a considerable 
number of examples 
that 
may be 


brought forward in support of such 
a- denial. Samuel Butler for instance, 
perhaps, the most pronounced non- 
conformist if the nintteenth century 
in everything 
,else—in religion, 
in 


his social thinking, In science, in lit- 
erature—was a confirmed and an al- 
most militant Conservative; and H. 
L. Ji^ncken, the outstanding non-con- 
formist mind in America today, while 
making unmerciful fun of the two 
respectable parties, makes even more 
fun of the political non-conformists 
and makes it very plain that ho wants 
to maintain the comfortable status 
quo, 
the oscillation of the pendulum 


between two conservative parties. 


PARTIES 
DON'T MATTER 


But an unusually large number of 


major writers is found in the minor 
political parties or perhaps more.of- 
ten still in no parties at all. Many 
seem to say by their attitude that it 
doesn't much matter to them what 
the name is of the political party that 
shall havt the giving out of the of- 
fices during the next administration. 


It is a well known fact that the 


great imaginative -writers are very 
often decided individualists. They do 
not run with fie herd—attaching no 
invidious meaning to that word. They

are not strong on such words as "co- 
operation" and "coordination," before 
which mankind has fallen down in, 
abject worship.

The laws that unquestionab- 
ly govern the business world are al- 
most entirely irrelevant in the world 
of the artist. 


Hence the political party is of al- 


most no importance to the artist. He 
is not interested in man as a Republi- 
can or Democrat, Conservative, La- 
i-orist or Liberal: he Is Impartially- 
Interested in the queer capers man 
cuts under the stimulus of any or all 
of the party brands. He is interest- 
ed in man aa a whole, not In man 
merely as a -political animal. _, 


NOT A "JOINER" 


He is-by nature not a "joiner" be- 


cause he instinctively knows that the 
"joiner' delimits his sympathies. The 
good 
old-fashioned hot 
Republican 


erects a sort of menal fence between 
hmself and all those who are not of 
his own political faith. The good hot 
Democrat does the same thing. And 
so does the good shot Socialist. Steph- 
en 
Crane was a 
Socialist for two 


weeks ansj then withdrew because 
his party members insisted that all 
others were knaves and fools. The 
writtr's business requires him to get 
en rapport with men and women of 
nil types and classes and he has no 
desire to build artificial fences be- 
tween himself and others. 


Chief reason of all perhaps why the 


imaginative writer is seldom a good 
party man is because he works in 
more enduring: material than any po- 
litical party can provide. Things that 
party people got excited about and 
that help to perpetuate political par- 
ties in all lands—tariff questions, la- 
bor regulations, transportations, the 
money question, 
colonial policies— 


are but 
details of the 
material in 


which the writer works. He has one *u" 
great subject, human nature, that 
manifests itself in thousands of ways 
but that has changed very littla since 
the dawn of history.' What difference 
did H make to Edgar Allen Poe wheth- 
er Zachary Taylor was president or 
someone else'.' It would not affect 
his material in the least. 


Of course, a writer is almost never 


merely a writer. He is a citizen as 
well and several 
other 
things. In 


such a capacity party questions are 
I>°rtfn°nt to him. but in the main 
business of his life they are irrele- 
vant.
